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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Town Manager and 
Board of Selectmen 

Town of Blaine 

Blaine, Maine 


Pursuant to your request I have completed an audit of 
the books of accounts and records of the Town of Blaine for 
the fiscal year ended February 15, 1956 and submit herewith 
the following exhibits and schedules reflecting the financial 
condition of the town at February 15, 1956 and the results 
of the operations for the year then ended. 


The audit consisted of a detailed examination of the 
accounts of the Town Clerk, Town Manager, Selectmen, 
Assessors, Treasurer and Tax Collector. All audit pro- 
cedures deemed to be necessary under the circumstances 
were utilized in the preparation of the appended exhibits 
and schedules. 


Your attention is invited to the comments relative to 
the items contained in the Balance Sheet, Ex “A’’. 


Cash—$13,259.32 


Cash on deposit amounting to $13,249.32 was verified 
by reconciliation of statement received from the depository 
bank, the Northern National Bank of Presque Isle, Mars Hill 
Branch. Petty cash in the hands of the treasurer at date of 
audit was verified by actual count. It was determined that 
all monies recorded as received had been promptly deposited 
and correctly distributed. All disbursements had been made 
by check upon properly approved warrants. It was ascer- 
tained that receipts, bills and other evidences of indebted- 
ness were on file in support of the disbursements. An an- 
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alysis of receipts and disbursements for the year are shown 
in Schedule A-1 of this report. 


Taxes Receivable $20,238.50 


The commitment to the collector was examined and 
found in agreement with the controling account. Schedule 
A-2 of this report reflects in summary form the transactions 
effecting the taxes receivable by year of commitment. Detail 
in support of the above balance was found printed in the 
town report of the current year, and a complete list of all 
uncollected taxes as at February is on file at the town office. 


Tax Liens $6,346.66 


Schedule A-38 shows the transactions in this account 
during the year. All liens on which the redemption period 
had expired had been properly transferred to Tax Acquired 
Property Account. Complete detail supporting the above 
was on file in the office of the treasurer. 


Tax Acquired Property $1,558.09 


A complete detail of property so acquired is shown in 
this report as schedule A-4. 


Accounts Receivable $293.87 


Schedule A-5 reflects the detail of the above which was 
verified by examination of the subsidiary records. 


Accounts Payable $303.29 


The above represents accrued items at the close of the 
fiscal year and are due Federal and State agencies as shown 
in schedule A-6 of this report of audit. 


School Fund Reserve $11,300.00 


So far as can be determined from the records it was 
voted in 1948 to establish by appropriation a fund to be 
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known as the “School Reserve Fund”. There was apparent- 
ly no intent to create a Capital Reserve Account and the 
fund at the close of the current municipal year amounting 
to $11,300.00 is a part of the general fund, not available for 
current use it is reeommended that the true purpose of this 
amount be established at the next annual meeting, and 
recorded in the records. 


Reserve for Authorized Expenditures $14,944.45 


The above represents the next appropriation balances 
carried forward to the ensuing year. Detail of the various 
amounts are found in Exhibit “C”’. 


Unappropriated Surplus $15,148.70 


Net unappropriated surplus increased over the close of 
the preceding year in the amount of $2,525.54. The factors 
contributing to this increase are reflected in detail in 
Hxhibit. | B*. 


Trust Fund Investment $767.48 


Trust Funds and the investment thereof were examin- 
ed, it being determined that all income from investments 
had been properly accounted for, and that withdrawals had 
been used in accordance with the terms of the various 
trusts. 


In my opinion, subject to the foregoing comments the 
appended Balance Sheet (Exhibit “A’’) and supporting ex- 
hibits and schedules fairly present the financial condition of 
the Town of Blaine at February 15, 1956 and the results of 
the operations for the year then ended. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the courtesy and 
cooperation extended me during the course of the examin- 
ation.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The outstanding health service that has been available 
in your community in 1956 has been the clinic services pro- 
viding polio vaccine for those under twenty-one years of 
age. The response to these clinics was excellent, but not 
complete. It is hoped that a larger number will be reached 
in the ensuing year through additional clinics. The present 
recommendation is that a series of two inoculations be giv- 
en, Spaced approximately a month apart, followed by a third 
injection seven months later. In studying statistics for the 
state, it was noted in an official publication that about fifty 
per cent of the eligible population had been immunized as of 
September 1956. The vaccine is now available for the en- 
tire series including the third inoculation, and a special 
effort should be made to protect the remaining fifty per cent 
against the hazard of poliomyelitis before the season for it 
is here again. 

Probably due to immunization programs, cases of diph- 
theria and smallpox have become practically nonexistent in 
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Maine. Whooping cough which was a common cause of in- 
fant deaths in the past is being controlled by immunization 
early in infancy. However, we can continue to maintain 
this record only by constant vigilance. The children in 
your community have been offered protection from these 
diseases through school clinics conducted at periodic inter- 
vals for those who wished to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity for immunization. 


In addition to her role in’ the communicable disease 
control program, the public health nurse has attempted to 
offer health service in other categories in your community. 
She has visited in homes where there are expectant 
mothers, infants, preschool children and school children for 
the purpose of giving health guidance. For example, the 
nurse often helps a mother to keep informed of up-to-date 
methods of infant and child care, or if indicated, she may 
help a family to utilize available health services, such as the 
clinics held under the auspices of the Department of Health 
and Welfare. 


In the school health field her service is largely on a con- 
sultation basis. Community resources are limited, but not 
stationary. At the present time conferences are being con- 
ducted throughout the state by school and health personnel 
and interested lay people in an effort to improve the total 
school health program. If they succeed, we may look to the 
future with assurance that the school health program will 
be enriched and developed to a greater extent. 


The nurse wishes to express her appreciation to the 
citizens who have helped her to carry out the health pro- 
gram, and to give a special word of thanks to those who 
participated in the administration of the polio clinics.

We who work in the field of education realize the 
perilous financial conditions that exist here in Aroostook, 
especially in regard to the potato farmer called on to pay a 
heavy property tax. For this reason every effort has been 
made to keep expenditures toa minimum. Yet, at the same 
time, we have tried not to be niggardly to the extent that we 
would be operating inefficient schools. We feel that we 
have just about reached that satisfying, middle of the road, 
position. The ample unexpended balance indicates that we 
have stayed well within the limits of our projected budget. 
At the same time, however, we have been able to obtain a 
fairly competent faculty. It is our desire and aim to keep 
our school on the same acceptable plane upon which we are 
now operating. This, in spite of the fact, that we are told 
that the teacher shortage problem will be with us for the 
next five years. 


Last year in my report it was suggested that the Robin- 
son eighth grade pupils should be retained in their own 
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school. This has been done and is a much more satisfactory 
arranZement. 


The teacher shortage situation has caused an inroad in 
our schools in regard to the Music Department. It appears 
that there is a demand for leadership in the field of vocal 
music. It is our desire to meet this demand as soon as ade- 
quate personnel can be found. 


During the last several years we have been trying to 
get as much repair work done on our buildings as possible. 
Thus, at present, the various buildings are in fair condition. 
We have encountered overdrafts but in each instance it 
seemed quite necessary. 


Last year a special article was put in the warrant in 
regard to appropriating special funds to renovate the old 
gym in the A.C.I. building. This work has been completed 
according to plans. And, we might say, well within the 
$3 000.00 made available for this project. In fact the total 
cost of the work, which includes tile on the basement hall 
floor, some plumbing work on the toilets and on the boiler, 
was $2,475.36. This is a real improvement and is greatly 
appreciated by both faculty and students. 


For the last several years the roof on the A.C.L. build- 
ing has been leaking. Since such fine progress had been 
made in regard to renovating the old gym it was decided to 
continue the repair work to the extent of having a new roof. 
Accordingly, the Bangor Roofing Company was engaged to 
do the work. We now have a 20-year bonded roof. ihe 
cost of this job was $2,936.00. We have one other sad piece 


of news to report. 


The life of a furnace is about 20 years. The boiler in 
the A.C.I. building having served since 1918 is now living 
on “borrowed time’. Last fall one of the sections opened up 
and started to leak. It is felt by the Trustees that perhaps 
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a new boiler should be installed. This will cost about 
$4,000.00. A separate article will be put in the Warrant for 
this expenditure. Blaine’s share (one-third) will be 
$1,333.39. 


Last year we had an unexpended balance of $5,233.26 
in our grade school account. For this reason we were able 
to lower the appropriation in this account making it possi- 
ble to raise more money for the Building Reserve funds. 
Now, since we have a smaller balance we must ask for a 
larger appropriation making about the same amount we 
have had for the past five years. We trust however that the 
voters can continue to raise some money for this future 
building project.

To see whether or not the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) to be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bu- 
reau to be expended and used for advertising the natural 
resources, advantages and attractions of the State of 
Maine in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 91, 
Section 108, of the Revised Statutes of 1954. - 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to fix a time 
when taxes shall be due and payable, and what percent- 
age of discount will be given on taxes if paid on or before 
such dates as it may determine, also to fix a time and 
rate of interest to be added to taxes unpaid. 
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Recommended: 4% discount until June 1, 1957; 6% in- 
terest from Oct. 1, 1957 on unpaid taxes; taxes due and 
payable May 1, 1957.

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NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS 


All persons are hereby notified to make and bring 
to said Assessors true and perfect lists of their Polls and 
their Estates, Real and Personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, which they are possessed of, or which they hold 
as guardian, executor, trustee or otherwise on the first 
day of April, 1957 and be prepared to make oath to the 
truth of the same. 


When Estates of persons deceased have been di- 
vided during the past year, or have changed hands from 
any cause, the executor, administrator or other persons 
interested, are hereby warned to give notice of such 
change and in default of such notice will be held under 
the law to pay the tax assessed although such estate has 
been wholly distributed and paid. 


Any person who neglects to comply with this notice 
will be DOOMED to a tax according to the laws of the 
State of Maine, and be barred of the right to make appli- 
cation to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for 
any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such a list 
with his application and satisfied them that he was un- 
able to offer it at the time appointed. 


The above notice is taken from Chapter 92, Section
